MERICA’S obligation to France can not easily 
be measured, nor is it likely that it will ever be 
fally discharged. It is estimated that the French 
expended in our aid at least $15,000,000 during our 
revolutionary war. Thatsum then placed at interest 
would now amount to over $3,000,000,000: It would 
be a small return if the original principal were given 
back to France, and we would be glad to see a check 
on our treasury drawn for this sum for such use as 
the French people might choose to make of it. In 
the battle with Cornwallis at Yorktown, in 1781, the 
Americans had a force of but 9,000 men, while the 
French numbered 7,000, supported by a fleet of 
thirty-seven war vessels. It is hardly likely that 
Cornwallis could have been forced into a surrender 
by the American army alone, and it is just as likely 
that without French help, extended freely from 
1778, we could not have gained an independence of 
Britain. It is proposed now, at this late day, to 
bestow a suitable testimonial on the French nation 
asan evidence of our appreciation and gratitude. 
It is a most suitable move, and one in which every 
true American should desire to have a share. 








OD’S people are perfectly willing to confront all 
forms of testimony with the records of the Holy 


Scriptures, and we adhere tenaciously to the belief 


that the accumulation of testimony from varied 
sources will-yet so fortify the truth of the Holy 
Scriptures that their rejection as God’s testimony 
to man will yet be a thing next to the impossible, 
Archeologists are rendering valuable service in this 
direction, and so far they have discovered no testi- 
mony that conflicts with that of the Word.

A more important 
discovery is that of a will at Iilahun, written on 
papyrus, and dated in the reign of Amenamhat 
III., B. C. 2550, The month and day are given in 
the will, and the form of the will is remarkably 
modern in style. The testator settles his property 
on his wife, which shows the legal status of woman 
in that far off day, and, farther, that four thousand 
four hundred and forty years ago the Egyptians had 
a written language, Who is it that talks about a 
savage and even an animal origin for man! 


{ ipom first great war ship of the Nation has been 
launched—the Maine has been added to the 
majestic monsters of the sea. And yet her war 
phases have not been fully assumed. To-day she 
could do us little or no service in the line for which 
she is intended. A third-rate ship of war could 
send her to the bottom as she is. Two years of con- 
stant work will put her into battling trim and make 
her the equal of any ship of her size on the sea. 
And yet tne Maine is not the match nor will she be of 
some vessels of the Ecglish and Italian service, nor 
the equal of other vessels being constructed by our 
own Nation. The Maine has a length of 324 feet, 
and if one will take the pains to measure off this 
distance he will be surprised at its mammoth pro- 
portions. Its displacement will be 6.682 tons against 
about 9 000 tons for three other vessels being con- 
structed. Her belt of nickel-steel will be eléven 
inches thick, and the entire vessel is of steel mate- 
rial. She will have as an armament four ten-inch 
and six six-inch guns, eight quick-firing guns, and 
seventeen machine guns. She will be therefore a 
mighty flsating fortress. May she bea guard against 
foreign foes, but in God’s great love never find 
occasion to open her batteries against a wall of 
human breasts. 





HAT the great Irish leader has been overthrown 
is a matter for universal joy. Parnell had a 
wondrous hold on American hearts, but it was 
because of his cause, his talent, and his supposed 
honor. The basisof his successful hold on the heart 
was less truly io his cause and his talent than in his 
honor. His honor is gone! He has entered a home 
to destroy it asa viper. The gravest charges have 
been laid at his door, and he has refused to wag 
his tongue in his defense.

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ANTIOOH AGENT'S NOTES. 

Friday evening I went from Columbus Grove to 
Leipsic, Ohio. R mained over night at the beauti- 
fal home of Isaac N. Bushong, one of the foremost 
business men of northwestern Onio and son of Bro. 
John Bashong, one of our veteran ministers. Bro. 
Bushong is a member of the church at Columbus 
Grove, and liberally assists the work there although 
he is not permitted to exjoy the services very 


much, 

§sturday morning I was permitted to accompany 
him to Continental, a new town at the crossing of 
the Nickel Plate and Clover Leaf railroads. Four 
years ago the land on which the town ncw stands 
‘was covered with trees and underbrash, but through 
the energy of Bro. Bashong and the E iwards 
Brothers, who are in business with him, the wilder- 
ness has been made to blossom as the rose, and to- 
day there is a town of 1,200 or 1,300 inhabitants. 
By the first of January it is expected that another 
track will be put down that iar, on the road-bed 
already graded trom Columbus to the N. W. The 
work of stave-making is the principal business 
here. Hundreds of thousands of staves, barrel 
heads, and barrel hoops are made here during the 
year. The way the work is done is exceedingly 
interesting. The logs are first sawed into prope: 
length, then steamed in brick kins, then sawed 
again to exact length, both ends being sawed at one 
time. Then the block is fed through a cutting 
machine similar to the way in whicno a threshing 
machine is fed. This cuts the stave into its righ 
shape, all but smoothing the edges; this is done by 
knives acting on the principle of the guillotine 
used for beheading persons in past ages. I neither 
have time nor space to give, in detail, the processes 
used in getting this material ready for the market. 
Saffice it to say, it would pay one to take a trip tha 
far to see how the work is done. I had intended t 
return to Oairo Saturday evening, but my throai 
was hurting me very much and I did not feel at al 
like stopping. No appointment had been made, 80 
there was no disappointment. 

While at the conference I received several new 
subscribers to Spirit and Life.

Albert Danlap to manage the business de- 
partment.

It is the. purpose of the managers to get out a 
New Year’s number, containing a fine portrait of 
the editor; this number in itself will be worth one

THE INDIANA MISSION. 

The Indiana State Conference, organized in 1877, 
had in view a grand missionary work within the 
state under the guidance of a state board. Here 
was an object worthy of effort. Z:alously, if not 
wisely, it pressed forward, but stumbled at the first 
step. An agent went into the field to gather an 
endowment, the interest upon which should support 
the mission-work. This was a grand ideal if only 
it might be realized; but this isa swiftly moving 
age, when the lightning express fills the passenger 
with impatience with its plodding gait. People 
must see results, not remote and prospective, but 


present and tangible. This endowment scheme 
looked too far away tothe time when the fund 
should be large enough to yield an interest adequate 
to the work. This impatience would not orook 
such delay, and thesmall beginning of an endow- 
ment was swallowed up in such ways as the 
managers, or & majority of them, thought would 
sooner show satisfactory benefits to the cause. 
Thus the intended endowment became a “‘sinking”’ 
fund and soon sank out of sight. 

Under. the revised organization of 1890 it is pro- 
posed to have.a estate mission department. Money 
given to this state mission will be received and re- 
ceipted for by the mission secretary, and by him 
forwarded to the treasurer as mission funds. Not 
one cent of it is to be used for any other purpose. 
Whenever enough has accumulated in the treasury 
to warrant action, the official board of the State 
Oonference will determine upon some location 
within the state where it is desirable to establish 
our cause, taking account of feasibility of the 
undertaking, and employ such man as it deems the 
best qualified to succeed in that work, direct his 
labors, and center its efforts until the cause is es- 
tablished upon a self-sustaining basis; then with- 
draw and move upon the next available ground. 

Permit a small digression to correct an error. It 
has gone forth through the HHRALD, by what 
‘uthority I do not know, that I was elected ‘state 
evangelist.”? I desire to emphas'z3 the fact that 
here is no state evangelist elected, nor do we need 
one. Give us the funds to warrant a move on 
Anderson, or Indianapolis, or some other desirable 
center, and the official board will find some man for 


the work. 
Again, it has become popular for churches which 


have contracted debts to apply to the State Confer- 
ence to pay them, also churches which have be- 
come too worldly-minded to sacrifice for the support 
of their work are usually looking to all mission 
funds for means of support. The fund we are now 
asking for at the hands of the brotherhood of 
Indiana is not for either of these purposes, no 
maiter how worthy they may be. Neither is it to 
be used in building church edifices where we may 
plant our banner, but to sustain the man while he 
gathers the men and the means for the church and 
the temple. 

Iam not saying these things as an individual, 
nor yet as mission secretary, but as a member of 
the official board, and after having counseled a ma- 
jority thereof and learned their minds. 

Brethren, we have churches in four county-seats 
iu this state, and besides I know not of any others. 
We also have churches in several fl urishing towns, 
but as a rule we are not established in the growing 
centers. If we are not ashamed of our principles 
we should proclaim them on ‘‘Mar’s Hill.” If we 
love them we will sacrifice something to place them 
before those in our cities whose souls are starving 
upon the carob pods of orthodox dogmas, and pant- 
ing for a breath of the free atmosphere of love 
which exhales from the open New Testament. 
You have our plans; do they commend themselves 
to your judgment? If so, let every pastor in the 
state appoint at once an active agent in each church 
to work for this state mission cause, and send me 
the name and address of said agents that I may 
communicate with them. Let each of such agents 
carry a little book daily, and when opportunity 
offers get a dime or a dollar, or get a subscription to 
be paid monthly, quarterly, or annually as the sub- 
scriber wills it, and make monthly reports to me of 
subscriptions and when payable, that I may aggre- 
gate prospective resources, ahd return money on 
hand. Lat us work systematically and we may 
soon see our church banner planted in our best 
cities and stop the query, ‘‘Who are these Ohris- 
tians?”’

A VOIOE TO ONTARIANS. 

Men of every rank and station ia life are alive to 
the educative power of the press. The politician 
who is anxious to lay his party’s platform before 
the people, and the temperance advocate who 
wishes to drive home the terrible results of the 
drinking evil, bear testimony alike to the influence 
of this most powerful factor in molding public 
opinion, When secular organizations make such 
an extensive use of periodical and pamphlet, is it 


not surprising that a religious newspaper appeared 
for the first time in 1808? We are accustomed to 
boast of our proud position in this respect, but 
when we remember the fact, that though the first 
to begin the race we have long been distanced by 
nearly every denomination, we have surely but 
little cause for self-congratulation. To this over- 
sight, solely, I lay the faults and defects of our organ- 
ization here in Ontario. Except our annual gather- 
ing, there is no bond to unite the people in simultan- 
eous action all along the line. Tae individual 
member has never realjs2d that the success of his 
own church depended on the prosperity of the 
whole Oonnection, and, furthermore, on a careful - 
consideration and execution of the measures ad- 
vised by the brethren in conferences assembled. 
Kaowing that we have suffered in the past from 
ignoring the part which a paper, however humble 
in its pretensions, is capable of playing in denomi- 
national life, a movement is on foot to establish a 
monthly for Oatario. This paper should be owned 
and controlled by the Executive Board to prevent 
any pssible coldness or lack of co-operation, which 
might be shown were the concern owned by a 
private party. The Canada Methodists annually 
turn into their Home Mission treasury thousands of 
dollars of profits from their paper and book enter- 
prises. Should this project be appreciated and en- 
couraged by every minister in our Oonnection, 
taking in consideration the favorable terms offered 
us by a Ic e:l cffice, it should net us a gain of fifty 
dollars in the second year. A monthly here would 
not cor fi ct with the HERALD. We all regard it as 
indispensable—as the commander-in-chief whose 
duty it is to marshal all the sections of ourdenomina- 
tional strength against the common enemy. We 
believe none will deny that there is room here— 
nay, rather an urgent demand for some means of 
keeping our isolated districts in a common line of 
church enterprise. Allow me, then, to offsr some 
additional reasons for the adoption of such a meas- 


ure: 

| 1, A church paper will strengthen the feeling of 
| brotherhood and give our denomination a unity of 
|purpose. This will be shown in loyalty to the 
|church paper, attention to the wishes of conference 
and to denominational prrjects. 

2. Accounts of proeperity, such as revivals, organi- 

| gations of foreign mission societies, Children’s Diy 
services, will lead to self-examination and corre- 
sponding progress elsewhere. 

8. By means of a paper only can the various de- 
partments of church-work be properly laid before 
the psople. The O:tario churches are as loyal to 
the cause as they can be, but they do not realize 
their privileges and duties. Oonsequently not one- 
fourth of the churches hold Ohildren’s Day and 
foreign mission societies hardly have an existence 
80 far as our own work is concerned. 

4. A church paper familiarizss the brethren 
with the leaders and founders of the denomination. 
The names of Walter, Sammerbeli, and Henry 
should be household words with us, We in On- 
tario have had pioneers just as devoted as those any- 
where, and they too recognized the need of a paper 
over forty years ago—a sad commentary on our ap- 
preciation of their far-seeing leadership. 

Lastly, by a paper and by that means only can 
our principles of liberty and fraternity be laid before 
the world. Many do not even know of our ex- 
istence. ‘‘We are a people,’”’ as Bro. Deyo says, 
‘‘with distinct aims.’’ If we can not be so distin- 
guished we have no business to exist. 

This is a turning-point in our history. ‘With 
such possibilities before us ‘‘to falter is to fail.” 
Will all the Ontario brethren who feel interested 
in this project, communicate their opinions to the 
Executive Board through the secretary, Elder W. 
8. Cowle, Eidystone, Ontario? A small contri- 
bution to assist the board in starting the venture 
would be also thankfully received and duly ac- 
counted for in the paper. 

Brethren, think of the labor and self-denial of 
our fathers in church-work and then let us not deny 
our own resvonsibilities. Our proper place is in 
the van of the church militant; if we delay, our 
position will ba filled by others, and when it is too 
late, what will the harvest be? x.

» RELATIVE VALUES. 


Thirty years ago there was a minister of unusual 
mental ability in the Presbyterian Church. His 
intellect brought him into prominence asa preacher 
and theologian. During the greater part of his life 
he carried on several kinds of work successfully. 
While pastor of a church in Kentucky he established 


an academy and edited a religious paper. Later he 
‘was appointed professor of a theological seminary 
in Chicago by the General Assembly, and at the 
same time was pastor and editor. This was Dr. N. 
L. Rice. 

Perhaps the work that most conclusively demon- 
strated his ability as a thinker and controversialist 
was his protracted debate with Rav. Alexander 
Oampbell. When it was clearly his duty to engage 
in such work he brought all the powers of his mind 
to bear upon it. While not depreciating the value 
of controversy when rightly used, he never sought 
it. Asa pastor and revivalist he was equally suc- 
cessful, Thorough consecration to the Master, and 
deep sympathy with men, united with exceptional 
culture and intellect, made him a power for good in 
the prayer-meeting. 

When at last he was literally worn out by work 
he calmly waited to be called to rest. A minister 
sitting by his bed congratulated him on the great 
honors the church had bestowed upon him, refer- 
ring especially to his work as a debater. The reply 
was in harmony with what he had so often said 
before: ‘That gives me little pleasure now. If I 
had my life to live over again I should do nothing 
but preach Christ.”’ 

To him nothing seemed so important as preach- 
ing “‘the unsearchable riches of Christ.”” That war 
the burden of his seminary lectures. Sach was the 
desire of the students to hear his inspiring words 
that when his strength was failing they often gath- 
ered around his bed to gain all that was possible 
from his experience. Over and over the words rang 
out urging them to ‘‘preach the Gospel; preach the 
unsearchable riches of Christ.’’ 

Examples of wholly consecrated ministers find- 
ing just such satisfaction in preaching the Gospel 
areabundant. Bat often these testimonies are from 
men who lack the mental strength for doing work 
that would result in any great worldly honor. Here 
we have the rare opportunity of knowing the testi- 
mony in “the honest hour’’ of a man who had been 
exceptionally successful in various lines of work. 
Moreover, it is the testimony of one who undoubt- 
edly could have won great honor as an orator or 
debater.

MAGNANIMITY ILLUSTRATED. 

Major W. OC. Emerson, who died at his home in 
Muncie, Ind., on the third day of this month, at 
the age of seventy-four years, was a paragon of 
magnanimity worthy of being handed down 
through the ages. While sordid meanness and 
profound selfishness may well drop from the page 
of haman history, the aged veteran of generous 
spirit should be held up to the gaz3 of the rising 
generation. Now that the mercenary epirit of 
greedy gain has been let loose in the struggle for 
life, if a magnanimous soul has been passing in 
beautiful review for nearly four-score years, and has 
now gone to the home of generous spirits, such 
nobility should bs written in letters of gold, and 
blazoned on all the way-posts between the cradle 
and the grave. Lest the occasion may not come 
again, I must cry aloud else the rocks will break 
silence, 

Major Emerson most beautifally illustrated three 
traits of human character, eminently worthy of 
imitation: 

1. His pre-eminent hospitality. The injurction 
‘Be not forgetfal to entertain strangers’’ was obey- 
ed with a hearty good will, the equal of which I 
never saw. While with his sharp, discriminating 
eye he could readily discern between an ‘“angel’’ 
and a “‘tramp,’’ yet his bsnevolent heart leaped the 
chasm, and with a bountiful sympathy filled the 
fall measure of the divine requirement, ‘‘ Feed the 
hungry.”’ 
gether found a common home under the hospitable 
roof of Major Emerson. [If all the homes of this 
God-favored land were domiuated by the throb 
bings of such magnanimity, the public hotels would 
gointo bankruptcy—nor would the eatertainment 
oe less elaborate. 

Though a man of compiratively small means, 
and a family of ten children to feed, clothe, and 
educate, we might search in vain for the equal of 
his family in keeping ‘‘opean house” three hundred 
and sixty-five days in the year, and feeding with s 
yountifal hand more p2ople than did that departed 
loved one. In contrast with the growing esp'rit of 
sordid selfishness, the very appeararc3 of such a 
generous soul is really refreshiag. If heaven is ali 
benevolence, than the pearly gates must fly wide 
open at the approach of such a magnanimous soul. 

2. Major Emerson was the embodimz2nt of cheer- 
fal friendship. This adorning grace was but the 
crrollary of his hospitality. His kindly heart was 
deep and broad in its sympathy for humanity. The 
ebbs and flows of his generous nature “‘scattared 
smiles” and hopeful words tothe lowly. Brimful 
of hope himsel’, he was sunshine to those who sat 
in darkness. This sunny disposition and kindness 
of heart made him one of the best school-tezchers 
the country had produced. Even the last great 
suffering that he endured could hardly bring a 
shadow across that cheerful face, and even in death 
it wore its heavenly smile. 

8. His devotion to his large family but illustrat 
ed the possibilities of a father’s love. It has o/ten 
been my pleasure and duty to go to the ‘’house of 
mourning’’ and witness the deep sympathy of be- 
reaved hearts, but in the wide range of my experi- 
ence I have not witnessed a more profound expres- 
sion of family affzction—five sons and five daugh- 
ters vying with each other ia expressions of love 
for their devoted dead. Way not, waen the fall 
measure of father’s love had been given to them? 
The history of our race demonstrates the proposi- 
tion that there is no earthly love like that of the 
mother. We have had the pleasure of meeting 
mothers who would too gladly have gone down 
through the shadowy valley, if by so doing the 
lives of their sons might be spared. Here we have 
proof positive that the heavenly Father loves with 
greater affection, else the creature has become bet- 
ter than the Oreator—the stream has risen higher 
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than its fountain. If the mother loves next to that 
of God, and the father next to that of the mother, 
then Major Emerson belonged to this sacred trinity, 
and thus and thus only he proved himself a hus- 
band (house-band) and father indeed. Bat the be- 
nevolent soul, cheerful friend, devoted husband, 
and : fectionate father will not czase to live in the 
grateful memory of the dear ones who rest in the 
precious hope of meeting in the ‘‘sweet by and by.”’

SEORETARY’S REPORT. 

To the conferences of the State of Iilinois: I take 
great pleasure in presenting the statistics I have 
been able to gather for the year that is passed. I 
have tried hard to do my duty. The coming year 
I hope to be able to present a better report. I have 
some experience in the work, and have formed ac- 
quaintancs with the d!ffzrent conferences. 

The Sunday-school work is a great and good 
work—one that every Christian should be engaged 
in. I am glad that s> many fathers and mothers 
are awakened to their duty as Sanday-school work- 
ers. We claim that no church-member is filling 
his places in church-worx without he is a Sanday- 
school worker, for the Sinday-school is the work 
of the church. It has been truly said that a good 
Sunday school is the church at work. Children 
will do their daty in Sunday-school if the parents 
do theirs, and God will hold parents responsible for 
their neglect in that direction. 

Sanday-school work is no longer secondary mat- 
ter, but has b2en brought to the front in conference 
work. Iilinois is better prepared to give its Sun- 
day-school statistics than ever before, but nothing 
near perfection yet, as 80 many failed to report their 
Sunday-schools to conferenc>, We have seen a great 
change in the number of Christian helps taken, and 
may God speed the day when our own literature 
will be in every Christian Sunday-echool in the 


nd. 

The following is a statistical report of all the Sun- 
day-schools we have been able to reach the past 
year: Illinois has four local conferences. The 
Northern Lilinois and S uthern Wisconsin has three 
Sunday-schools, with 35 « fficors ard teachers, 245 
pupils, 174 average attendance, 161 p»pers taken, 
220 Qaarterlies, 834 months held, and $91 19 raised. 
S.utheran Wabash reports 19 Sanday schonls, 167 
officers and teachers, 780 pupils enrolled, 671 aver- 
age attendance, 621 Q irteriies and papers taken, 
189 months held, and $138 26 raised. ‘Khe Central 
Iilinois Conference reports 25 Sunday-schools, 226 
cffivers and teachers, 1 349 pupils enrolled, 9:2 av- 
erage attendance, and $311 24 raised. The Western 
lilinois rep rts 11 Sun‘?»y schools, 114 officers and 
teachers, 877 pupils, 503 average attendance, 365 
pipers taken, 316 Q tarterlies, 96 months held, and 
$483 58 raised. Tne statistics that we have been 
able to gather show the Christians have in the state 
58 Sandav-schools, 542 « fficers and teachers, 3,251 
p1p'ls 2 230 average attendance, 525 papers taken, 
1 157 Q warterlie:, 269 months held, and $974 27 


raised. 
This report lonks very small, but when we com- 


pare the statistics of the Wabash and the Western 
we see there has b’en quite a gain. The Western 
had 639 pupils last yar, this year, 877; money 
raised last year, $25641 this year, $133 58. The 
Wabash had last year, 522 rupils, this year. 780; 
mney raised last year, $77 57, this year, $138 26. 
Quite a diffsrence. We can not give the gain of 
the Central or the N irthera, as we have not their 
last year’s rep»rt. We hop? to ba able the present 
year to gather items of iaterest, 80 a3 to give a com- 
plete report of everytniag that periains to Sunday- 
school work. 

There should be s>me plan by wh'ch every col- 
lection taken in Sundy-<c100! should bs reported. 
If each minister wouid look this matter up and 
have the superiatendeats see that each clerk kept a 
strict account, then the reports to local conferences 
would be complete. I hope that all will work for - 
the Master’s kingdom; then the work will go on, 


as it should,

Sunday School Department 
BY J. F. BURNETT. 

The Sabbath-school of to-day is one of the mighty 
forces in Christian civilization and church progress. 
The best minds of the age and the purest souls of 
the world are devcted to its interest, and the earnest 
inquiry of how to increase its ¢fficiency resounds 
through the land, is discussed in every conference, — 
considered in every assembly, and prayed overin 
all churches. The work is for God’s glory and 
men’s good, and the energetic expenditure of all 
our means must be the motto of each individual 
worker. 

There are many ways ard means by which 
efficiency may be added to the already good work, 
but I shall be content to offer a few thoughts on 
teaching. Sy teaching I do not simply mean the 
class instructions and recitations, but all that enters 
into the teaching of moral and spiritual truths, — 
from the superintendent down. The great end to 
be reached is the awakening of the soul of the 
pupil to bring his understanding, conscience, and 
heart into earnest, vigorous action on religious — 
truths, to excite and cherish in him spiritual life, | 
The child is not like the potter’s cley or mason’s — 
stone, to be molded at another’s pleasure or hewn 
passively into any shape which the interest or 
fancy of others may suggest, but a living, thinking 
being, made to think for himself, act f.r himself, 
and distinguish for himself between good and evil, | 
between truth and falsehood. We can build rail- — 
roads, construct machinery, erect houses, make 
watches, and do many other things without the © 
eonsent of the material used. We can determine 
the shape, siz3, location, and use by our own wills, | 
Bat not so in handling the child. His will power — 
comes in for a fall share in the consideration, and 
refuses to be governed by the pleasure or designs of 
another’s mind. Who, in Sunday-school work, has 
not met an independent, inquiring mind in his 
school or class that has refused to accept passively 
the leading tenets of his creed? The scholar’s will 


is not so much to be consulted as developed, not so | 
much to be shaped as directed. In the work of 
teaching we should not endeavor to stamp our im- | 
pressions upon the mind of the scholar, but to stir 
ap his mind, to stimulate his thoughts, and bring 
out his own ideas; not to make him think with | 
our minds or see with our eyes, but to use his own | 
mind and see with his own eyes when searching 
for trath; not to impart to him a definite amount 
of knowledge, but to inspire a fervent love of trath; | 
not to form an outward regularity, but to touch in- 
ward springs that will awake to life and activity; 
not to burden the memory, but to quicken and 
strengthen thought; not to bind him with chains of 
preference to our particular sect or peculiar notions, 
but to prepare him for impartial and commen 
judging of whatever phases of truth may be pre- 
sented for his deliberation and decision; not to im- 
pose a religion of rules and ceremonies upon him, 
but to awaken the moral discernment so that he 
may see and determine for himself; not to tell him 
that “‘God is love,” but to assist him to realize his 
presence and feel his goodness; not so much to tell 
him of the dignity of the Savior, but to open hi 
heart and mind to the beauty and greatness of his) 
character, and to enkindle a lively desire for better 
and greater things than he possessee; not to fill 
mind with dogmas and church teachings, but to le 
out into the broad fields of thought and fi 
groves of love and life. 

In brief, the object of teaching is to awaken lif 
intellectual, moral, and spiritual life—in 
echolar’s heart. Shall we use a ritual or catechism 
Neither; these are dead letters, cold with exp 
and gray with age, and are molding up» the 
of time, unused by the advarced thinkers of 
age, the graves of which will soon be seen as monu:; 
ments of a dead past and an ecclesiasticism ;

THE REVIVAL PERIOD. 

It has become the custom of Protestant churches 
of nearly ali the denominations to hold special meet- 
ings in the cooler seasons of the year for the promo- 
tion of church and Christian growth. 

Almost without exception, Christian ministers 
give themselves heartily to this work, and it is safe 
to say that four-fifths of our gain in numbers come 
from these special efforts. If, then, the efforts are 
not made growth is not likely to transpire, and the 
church that does not grow soon ceases to be, as a 
moral and spiritual factor. 

Two forms of growth come of these meetings, and 
both are of vast advantage. The first pertains to 
the church. It is a most natural thing for the heart 
of the most religious man to become cold and indif- 
ferent in spiritual directions. That this should be 
so is a surprising fact, and yet one wholly in har- 
mony with general life, 

We know of no church methods by which this 
decline of religious enthusiasm can be prevented, 
and know of no church and never have whose 
pulse, religiously, is equally quick in all seasons of 
the year. The decline seems both natural and un- 
avoidable, and to produce a reaction requires very 
special endeavor on the part both of the church 
and those higher agencies that operate through the 


church. 
The church gives itself at special times to new 


efforts in the way of prayer, consecration, con- 
fession, and testimony, and these efforts are man- 
ifestly seconded by the Spirit, which both appointe 
the occasions and inspires the efforts. 

Growth in the church always follows. Hopes are 
confirmed, visions of the celestial land are bright- 
ened, soul-sight is intensified, joy is deepened, love 
is enlarged, fellowship is quickened, and moral 
strength is increased. 

Such a condition is also an assurance of a secord 
form of growth. Thechurch alive and enthusiastic, 
the world listens, serious impressions are made, in- 
quiries are instituted, reforms are proposed, the 
moral situation is reviewed, concern is aroused, 
prayer trembles upon the lips, the face turns toward 
God, and souls are born into the kingdom. 

Here is church growth in the more important di- 
rection. New recruits are added to the decimating 
ranks of the church, and the feeble band hecomes 
both renewed in strength and numbers. How the 
heart of the church leaps for joy as one man turns 
from sin to the service of the living God, and what 
&@ wealth of bliss is awakened within the soul thus 
consecrated and regenerated ! 

Just here is a form of experience which embodies 
supernatural agencies and reseu'ts. None can speak 
intelligently of it save he who has experienced it. 
It seems not to the dull eye of unbelief a reality in 
fact. But he whosees but dimly is no good witness in 
the case. He maysay, ‘These things are not real.”’ 
The only proof of his truth, however, lies in his 
non-experience, and really signifies nothing. As 
well ask him of Polar regions about tropical flow- 
ers, or him of life-long duugeon environments 
about noontide glare. Against his single voice are 
a thousand witnesses of the most positive, emphatic, 
and convincing nature. The darkness of doubt is 
ed overwhelmed with the light of truth and 
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The responsible leaders in this double church 
growth are the ministers of Jesus Christ. They 
are God’s Moses and Joshua to lead out of bondage 
and to lead into the Canaan of rest. What a re- 
sponsibility and what a power! To emancipate a 
slave is less a service than to redeem a soul, The 





‘| highest possible service can be rendered by the 


servant of God. 

This service is possible because of his place. God 
has elevated him to a very throne of power to which 
an Alexander’s is as a mere stepping-stone. He 
stands between the living and the dead, and is 
elevated into closest relationship to God. The 
people regard him, as he stands in his place, as 
one speaking from God and for God. 

But more than his placeis his power. He is not 
endowed perhaps with the lips of eloquence. Moses 
was not. He may, like Paul, be a man of inferior 
presenceand of speech contemptible, nevertheless 
he is an arrow in the Almighty’s bow, a polished 
shaft of God’s quiver. His lips may rain the re- 
freshing dews of heaven and his heart overflow 
with an intensity of love that shall quicken dead 
souls into quenchless life. He is ““endued with 
power from on high,’’ which, coupled with his place 
and message, make him to be God’s agency for 
human redemption. 

Shall such an agency shut itself in from the hearts 
of men? Shali such a tongue of fire remain silent 
in the hour of peril? Shall such an embodiment of 
divine force fold its hands in lazy lock? Shall the 
minister of Jesus Ohrict, who has sowed the summer 
season through, go not forth into the harvest fleld in 
the reaping time? 

O ye pastors of the flock of Gad, buckle on the 
armor and take anew the sweet strains of the Gos- 
pel to your lips! By the personal consecration of 
confession and prayer, God may deign to make of 
you a power resistiess to the sinner’s heart. Do 
not sleep while the world is perishing and while 
your own days of opportunity are slipping fast 
away. 

To morrow God may summon you for the crown. 
Shall it be astarlit crown? Shall it be burnished 
with the light of souls redeemed? Will you carry 
up no sheaves with you into the heavenly garner? 
God give you-many and greatly add to your num- 
ber this very harvest season. We look with admi- 
ration, newly kindied, upon our watchmen just 
now. We ses them tightening their armors, ex- 
tending the keen-edgad sword, and hear them 
groaning for that Spirit that can give them souls 
for their hire. Heaven crown cur workmen.

DEDIOATION. 

The fourth Sunday in November I was invited tc 
dedicate to the service of God and the Lord Jesu: 
Christ the Christian Ohurch at Texas City, Illinois, 
the following program being observed: Song; ad- 
dress of welcome, by Rev. A. H. Bennett, pastor; 
song, No. 162, Gospel Hymnal; invocation, by 
Rev. R. D. McKinnis (General Baptist); selected 
scripture, by Rev. J. J. Olerk (General Baptist); 
song, No. 101, Gospal Hymnal; dedicatory sermon 
J. T. Phillips; song, No. 111, Gospel Hymnal; 
statement of indebtedness and collecting the 
amount—$130—J. T. Phillips; dedicatory prayer, 
Rav. A. H. Bennett; declaring the dedication and 
giving the house to the Lord, the whole audience 
rising, by J. T. Phillips; announcing the name, 
Poplar Ohristian Church, Gallatin, County, Illinois, 
Texas City Postcfiice, and cffisers, M. H. Brush, 
secretary, Texas City, Iil., A. H. Bennett, pastor, 
Oarmi, Iil.; turning over the house to the trustees 
and giving them the key of the same, deed for the 
property, and charge to trustees, by A. H. Bennett; 
appointments, by pastor; benediction, by Rev. 
McKinnis. 

The day was simply grand. The audience filled 
the house to its fuilest capacity. ‘Che structure 
stands on a rising mound, elevated to all the coun- 
try around, and when lighted up, like a city set on 
a hill, like a steamer en route at twilight when she 
gives forth her full reflaction from her many glit- 
tering lamps. The size is 30 by 46 feet, painted 
white without, and most tastefally and neatly fin- 
ished within. The lamps are first-class, stoves brand 
new, and of latest pattern, the walls ancl ceiling 
papered with appropriately selected paper, and the 
pulpit a thing of beauty. The whole cost was 
$1,000. The indebtedness was $130, which was paid 
in cash and pledges in a very little while, ten-dol- 
lar cash responses and five-dollar cash donors com- 
ing in to the astonishment of all. 

The house was commenced by and through the 
inflaence of G. F. Martin, who started it, and 
afterwards finished by the influence of M. H. 
Brush and Oscar Martin—all lay members of the 
church with no preacher to lead them. Originally 
the church was organized by Elder M. G. Oollins, 
now pastor at Capron, Ill. Last winter O. F. 





Paelps came to their help in a meeting, leaving a} forty dollars as a token of regard for my efforts in 


lasting impression and resuscitating the church. 
Last August, or earlier, Elder Austin Bennett was 
called as pastor. He is one of our modest, most 
devoted young ministers, a talented song evangel- 
ist, and an excellent teacher and preacher of the 
Gospel. He has more calls than he can fill. He is 
very reserved in movement, seldom writes for the 
HERALD, and never blows his own trampet. He 
nad another dedication (n»t reported) of a very 
fine house at Lucas Oreek, Clay County, Ill., Hord 
Postoffice, dedicated the first Sanday in October, 
1890, Rav. M. G@. Oollias preaching the discourse. 
Che program was similar to the one reported. The 
dimensions are 30 by 50 feet, costing $1,000, and 
out of debt at the dedication. 

After the dedication I remained the rest of the 
week to assist the pastor in a meeting of days, who 
had commenced the meeting bafore the dedication. 
As to the meeting and its blessed results we scarce- 
ly know how to describe it, but will say with all 
dae reverence that while wo have beea in some 
nost powerfal mestiags, we are now ready to con- 
‘eas that this meeting, the latter part of it, for 
power, joy, shouting, bright conversions, sudden 
sonviction, uniting of OChristians—Baptists (Gan- 
ral), Baptists (Regalar), Methodists, Presbyteri- 
ans, and Disciples—all praising God at once, that it 
just eclipsed anything we ever witnessed. 

For the number engaged and allowing for the 
time occupied, the meeting must surely have had 
some of the power of the old Oane Ridge revival. 
Old men and women, the middle-aged, the youth, 
were all affacted, crying for mercy or exhorting 
‘or joy. Old sturdy Caristiaus said that they had 
1ever seen anything like it; cold, indifferent back- 
‘liders of all the churches present were made to 
veep and confess aloud. 

On Monday evening, November 24th, four seek- 
ws were at the altar. After the usual services of 
orayer and song for an hour, the meeting was 
lismissed. Some had gotten to the door, some had 
zone home, when a sinner who had not been for- 
ward (an infiaential young man) began to confess 
Christ. We began to sing, when the congregation 
returned en masse, and at the same tims somes 
ifteen or more brothers and sisters came with a 
tush, crying and shouting and clappicg their hands, 
and surrounded the young maa. It drowaed our 
attempt to sing, and such a scene of rejoicing I 
have never witnessed, while at the same time 
others in different parts of the house were seeking 
Christ, becoming penitent, and increasing in num- 
oer uatil I could not tell how many were crying 
‘or mercy, aud the power increasing until I think, 
a3 far as I could estimate, more than thirty paople 
were all shouting and clapping their hands at once, 
including the strict, sedate Presbyterians, the cult- 
ared, refined, and intelligent, and those who had 
1ever been known to shout before.

There were thirty-one bright conversions 
at the altar during the meeting, and others profess- 
ed that did not come to the altar. Three protracted 
meetings were in progress at the same time, within 
a radius of three miles, and ali did well. May God 
bless the young converts, the church, and the pas- 
tor.

Life in a Japanese Hotel. 
[ Cone:uded ] 

About 9 o’clock the servant comes and opens or 
slides a door in one side of the room, where the bed- 
ding is kept, and takes three or four ‘‘futon,’’ cover- 
ed sometimes with silk, and isys these on the fi sor 
for bed and covering, with your pillow also, which 
is a piece of wood hollowed so as to fasten a cotton 
pad made round and long on which you lay your 
head; a night gown, too, is furnished you at the 
first-class hotels, Tais is made like the regular 
Japanese dress, and issometimes of silk, very heav- 
ily wadded wiih cotton, about ten feet long, so you 
may be able to wrap the lower limbsinit. Your 
bed is a close communion one, and admits of only 
one. 

In summer time the sleeping arrangements are 
completed by hanging a morquito net which shields 
you from the troublesome night sererader, and if 
there are no fisas you are prepared for a night’s rest. 
Bat do not disrobe yet, as the servant will bring 
you a good-night cup of tea or coffee, for she will 
follow you up though in dishabille. After saying 
your ‘‘O yasumi nasai’’ you lay your head on the 
downy (?) rocking pillow to sleep. Jast as you 
begin to feel the arms of Morpheus drawing you 
away from your surroundings you are startled by a 
riot overhead, but: it is only the rats who are now 
inaugurating their nightly orgies, and aside from a 
little mental protest you take no heed of the carniva! 
following and sleep the sleep of the weary. Provided 
you are proof against the ‘*nomi’’ (fl-as), your sleep 
may remain unbroken until the first gray dawn in 
the east, when from the temple, all too near, will 
come the sound of a drum beaten by some fiend of a 
priest; and now that the day has begun the woo Jen 
shoji are being opened, and you somehow feel that 
you are being imposed upon; but don’t get flarried, 
your wrath and protests will avail nothing—it is 
habit, and the late comers never hear these early 
disturbances of our mcraing nap. There comes a 
period of stillness when the coveted nap is about to 
be realizad, but the servant appears and withou' 
warning proceeds to take dowa the netting, the 
only screen you have, while she is careful not to 
annoy you, folding it carefully and leaving the 
room, Daring her absence you take the opportunity 
to dress yourself, but just then she sppears upon the 
ecane again but is not at all disconcerted by seeing a 
forsigner, even in the attitude of adjusting his sus- 
penders, and goes about her work of putting away 
the bed. 

You will find wash-bowl and water at the back o' 
the house, but an absence of towel and seap, which 
every Japanese carries with him. Y :u have scarcely 
reached your room when the servant brings you a 
cup of coffee, and aft: r this tea, when she inquires if 
you are ready for breakfast. Of course you are; but 
do not be iu a hurry, for you will probably wait an 
hour. The meals diff rlittle. Tae soups are made 
of different kinds of fish, with herbs or vegetables. 
The varieties of fish are tai, perch, sturgeon, eel, 
and carp. A'l sorts of fish are served, raw or cook- 
ed, as you prefer, and often raw eggs form a part of 
the bill of fara, 

When you are ready to leave your bill is sent you, 
which you p#y usually to the wife of the proprietor 
who gives it to you receipted. Then there is the 
tea money; what is that? It is about the only profit 
they have, which amount depends on your gener 
osity; thesum psid is usually twenty five sen per 
day. This is received with a very gracious bow. 
Tae woman, with the money in a trey before her, 
bows her head to the floor, having already fallen 
upon her knees, in which position she remains for 
half a minute repeating the while her many thanks 
so humbly as to make you ashamed that the money 
was not twice the amount. . 

Y- uare next given a receipt, and every article of 
baggage carefully looked after, and as you leave the 
house every one visible is upon his knees thanking 
you for coming, regretting your short stay, and 
wishing you a safe journey, and all shout their 
sayonaras while you are being drawn from the scene
